Testing of Single Phase Meters We use electromechanical and solid state meters with
automated meter reading devices Currently, we read our meters every three years, as approved
by Kentucky PSC Case No 9970, dated September 11, 1987

We are requesting that we be allowed to test meters every nine (9) years, instead of every eight
(8) years in order to coordinate more efficiently with our three (3) year meter reading rotation
program  The meters we use allow us to retrieve readings on a daily basis and we respond to
any abnormalities Moving to a nine year testing schedule will result in significant savings for
labor, transportation and related expenses
